sent the only other member of the 
family, his fifteen-year-old sou. Jo- 
seph, to East Boston on an 
errand 


connected with the coming wedding. 
The boy returned about 4.3o o'clock 
and lei himself into the house with 
a key. 
Calling to his father and re- 


ceiving no answer he pushed open 
the sitting room door and entered. 
On the floor lay the body of his fath- 
er, his head in a pool of blood and a 
Plobert 
rifle across 
the 
knees. 


Beside him was a heavy caliber re- 
volver. 


Miss Townsend lay upon a couch 


at the side of" the room, and, accord- 
ing to the boy's story, was still alive, 
although the father was dead. 
The 


boy tried to force some brandy down 
his sister's throat, and failing, hur- 
ried out after doctors. 
When they 


arrived the girl was dead. 


The only clew to the cause of the 


tragedy was a note written by Town- 
send. It was dated 
Monday and 


read: 


"At 3.40 I have taken my daugh- 


ter's life and my own. 
I do this rath- 


er than see her the wile of Francis 
Perry." 


So far as is known Townsend had 


nothing against Perry, and the suppo- 
sition is that his mind was 
-unbal- 


anced by reason of his love for 
his 


daughter and his brooding over the 
prospect of separation from her. He 
contemplated going abroad 
to 
jive 


soon after the wedding. 
Townsend 


was formerly mate on a vessel sail- 
ing from Boston. 
He was a native of 


Baltimore and fifty-six years old. 


Miss Townsend was an active work- 


er in local church circles and 
-well 


known and popular. 
She was twen- 


ty-five years old. 


Medical Examiner Durrell viewed 


the bodies in the afternoon and di- 
rected their removal to an undertak- 
ing establishment. 
He expressed the 


opinion that the girl was shot while 
asleep and that death was caused by 
a bullet from the rifle, which pene- 
trated her head through the left ear. 


Shortly after five o'clock on Mon- 


day afternoon Mr. Perry sent a car- 
riage to the Townsend home to take 
Mr. and Miss Townsend to the 'Peo- 
ple's Temple, where 
the 
marriage 


ceremony was to 
have 
been, per- 


formed. 
With the carriage came a 


large number of 
flowers 
for 
Miss 


Townsend. 


Word of the tragedy was at once 


sent to Mr. Perry at his hotel in Bos- 
ton and he hurried to the house. He 
was, he said, utterly at a loss to ac- 
count for the action of Mr. Towns- 
end. 
He had been engaged to Miss 


Townsend :'or about six months and 
had received the explicit consent o£ 
her father to the match. 


The theory expressed by neighbors 


of the Townsends, who knew them 
well, is that Mr. Townsend had be- 
come mentally unbalanced as the re- 
sult of using drugs. He had not been 


j well for the last year and had, it is 
said, sought relief in drugs. 
In the 


room where the tragedy took 
place 


were found a number of bottles con- 
taining drugs and medicines of vari- 
ous kinds.

Townsend had killed 
himself after 


shooting bis dapghter was found in a 
rocking chair as though t'.irown from 
him with a last effort.

Fifty years ago Queen Victoria 


founded the famous Order of the Vic* 
troia Cross. The little bronze em- 
biem bearing the words "For Valor" 
still remains the most famous naval 
and military decoration in tbe world. 
Up to the present 520 sailors and 
soldiers, including three civilians, 
acting for tbe time as combatants, 
have received Quec-n Victoria's Cross. 


One of the first men to receive the 


decoration was Lord 
Roberts, of 


Kandahar, who saved a flag during 
the mutiny, forty-seven years ago. 
Lord Roberts is the only man in tho 
world who possesses two Victoria 
crosses. The second was won by his 
son in his herok- efforts to sax'c the 
guns at Oo!c:;?-o during the Boer war. 
Lieutenant 
Roberts 
died 
of 
his 


wounds, and the cross he had won at 
the cost of death was Riven by the 
late Queen to Lord Roberts, who is 
cntitle'l to wear the reward of his 
son's bravery on his right breast. 


Some of the exploits which led to 


the reward of the cross "For Valor" 
are absolutely amazing. 
During a 


campaign it is the ambition of every 
British officer and man to earn the 
Victoria 
Cross, and 
the 
reckless 


bravery displayed during the South 
African"war led to a reprimand from 
headquarters, 
many 
gallant 
men 


needlessly throwing away their lives. 


The Shall of Persia in Russia. 
The Shah of Persia is a man of 


moods and his visits are not always 
unmixed joys at the courts he hon- 
ors. On the occasion of his recent 
stay in St. Petersburg his peculiari- 
ties gave infinite trouble to the Rus- 
sian court officials. One of his most 
trying idiosyncracies is his habit of 
occasionally going to bed for twenty- 
four hours at a stretch, giving strict 
orders that he is not to be disturbed 
under pain of death. More than once 
the 
days selected were those on 


which special festivities had been ar- 
ranged in his honor. As a matter of 
fact, his majesty, who is devoted to 
children, preferred half an hour with, 
the liule grand duchesses to any 
other entertainment, and won the 
children's hearts by letting them play 
with his exquisite collection of dia- 
monds and other precious stones, 
which is said to be worth a king's 
ransom.—London Tatler.

The general 
average of production was high in the 
case of every crop, and the prices ran 
higher still. The secretary of agricul- 
ture estimates that in addition to the 
enormous yield of wealth, the farms of 
the country have thejnselves increases 
in value during the past five years by

Then the darning is done — back and 


forth, all t ho way round— preferably 
with threads of the material. 
Every- 


thing about the patch is done with ex- 
quisite care, for if it is either the mer- 
est trifle small or large, it will show, 
of course, tho direction the 
threads 


slant in must be matched exactly by 
those in the patch, and the stitches of 
tho darning made to follow them, too. 


Then the paper is torn away, a good 


pressing over a dampened cloth given 
the patch, and, if done with the sort of 
neatness with which the Frenchwoman 
does it, it i£ hard to find, unless you 
know Its whereabouts. 


Any sort of a jagged tear may be 


mended by the same method, trimming 
off the edges just a little. 


Lace mending has always been one 


of the bugaboos of the mending basket. 
But valenciennes lace can be mended 
without betraying the fact, if the torn 
mesh is filled in with the lace stitches 
used in doing the finer sort of renais- 
sance. The mesh may be copied ex- 
actly. For lace that is badly torn, the 
only satisfactory way is to cut the torn 
place entirely away, and match the de- 
sign where it unites again, perhaps 
appliqneing a separate motif onto the 
dividing line — a motif cut from one of 
the torn bits you've cut away. Smooth 
every little thread, or group of threads, 
out and wind them deftly with fine cot- 
ton. 


Heavy laces are always 
easier (o 


mend than light ones, but light ones 
can be treated the same way, if the 
mesh is cut in a straight line and a 
fine thread binds the two pieces to- 
gether. 


The danger from a belt torn out by 


hooks and eyes is that the cloth of th2 
skirt may yield to the strain and make 
an ugly tear. It should be mended as 
soon as possible after the necessity for 
it is discovered. 
Slip a bitrof heavy 


canvas in between the double thickness 
of the belt at the point where it is 
torn; mend and sew the 
hooks on 


through it. It is hardly likely to tear 
out again. 


But a better way, if you've time, is 


to replace the. belt entirely. For this 
there is nothing better than the flat, 
strong silk belting which 
is coming 


into favor so definitely for all sorts of 
"tailor-made" belts. It makes a strong, 
flat belt, with none of the bulkiness 
about it anywhere which so often char- 
acterizes belts made of a double fold 
of lining, strengthened at the ends. 


A bit of that canvas, or, belter still, 


a bit of stiff buckram, will repair thg 
worst ravages of a hatpin. Slip it un- 
der the torn place and take a few 
strong si itches to keep it firmly set, 
and then adjust the trimming to cover 
it. — Marion Harland.

»IG BATTLESHIPS 


Big battleships seem to be ia favor 


Juat now. The naval affairs commit- 
tee of the national House of Repre- 
sentatives apparently looks upon tre 
big ship -with its large guns as the 
test type. 


The mammoth Dreadnaught of tthe 


British navy is undoubtedly responsi- 
ble in great measure for the popular- 
ity of the ship of increased size. 
It 


is likely that one of the two battle- 
ships soon to be built, the South 
Carolina and the Michigan, •will have 
a displacement of 18,000 tons. Ad- 
miral Dewey recommends a displace- 
ment of 18,500 tons, the same as the 
Dreadnaught, and the House naval 
committee may adopt this recommen- 
dation. 


The cost o[ the Dreadnaught 
to 


Great Britain will be $7,500,000 and 
each a ship may cost even more than 
(that if built in America. It is with- 
in the bounds of probability that the 
proposition to appropriate so large a 
sum of money for a single battelship 
might meet -with opposition in Con- 
gress. Strange to say, Congress is 
very apt to economize on what to the 
plain citizen appear to be necessi- 
ties. Now that the Dreadnaught has 
come into existence, it 
does not 


seem exactly good policy to continue 
building battleships so small ithat 
haM a dozen of them would hardly be 
more than & match for the monster. 
Sometimes, however, Congress works 
In 
very mysterious 
and 
puzzling 


ways. 


An article in the Washington Times 


on this eame subject concludes with 
the following words: 


"One of the most serious 
difficul- 


ties oj the situation confronting the 
House naral affairs committee is the 
possible Inability of the constructors 
of the navy department to plan a war 
vessel on the new lines. 
The con- 


structors have grave doubts about be- 
ing able to plan suitable turrets for 
a vessel of the Dreadnaught pattern 
and are shewing some unwillingness 
to attempt the job. 
This condition 


and others have impressed the com- 
mittee with the idea that the corps 
of constructors of the navy lacks in- 
itiative and originally and that a 
general shaking up of the corps would 
be for the good of the navy. There 
1« serious talk of incorporating in 
the coming naval bill a provision that 
plans lor war vessels may be sub- 
mitted by private constructors. This 
plan was in operation some years ago 
and is said to have worked well." 


•It seems to us that there should be 


no difficulty on this score. American 
constructors ought to be able to plan 
a battleship of the Dreadnaught type 
or of »ny other type desired. They 
have never failed to make good in 
the p»st and .there is no reason that 
th« public knows of why fears of 
their ability to do so in the future 
•hould be entertained,

at noon, and at sundown it was ten 
below. This was recorded as the cold- 
est day ever known up to that time, 
and also the greatest contrast in the 
fall of mercury In less than twelty- 
four hours.

Saving of Pa«iuro. 


A new way of pastuHhf; sheep ha? 


come to light, good for the grass and 
good for th« shf-ep — that is, pastur- 
ing tftem by electricity. 


In recent years nearly evt-ry town 


of any size has been provided with 
an electric generating plant, and fre- 
quently the wires are utriing along 
country roads from town lo town. 


1 
This fact led Mr. McNair. tlu- in- 


ventor of the machine, 10 attempt 
the use of electricityon the- farm. For 
sheep feeding he devised a curio-is 
pen some 15 feet square, built of 
wire and mounted on broad, flat 
wheels. This pen Is designed lo run 
in any pasture, even though it be 
hilly. 
\Virts connect with a small 


motor stationed at one side of thd 
pasture; this in turn being connect- 
ed with the 
electric wires -from 


which power is derived. A turn of a 
button and the pen slowly creeps 
across the field. This is the cspon'-o 
of th& invention. 


Two lambs and part of the time an 


old ewe have been pastured in the 
pen during the summer at the s>ta- 


1 tion at Lansing, Mich. The field U 
i planted in lucerne, growing thick 
! and heavy. The pen is so arranged 


that it crawls the full length of the 
pasture 
In one month, 
traveling 


about two feet an hour; at the end 
of this time It is switched around 
and travels back again. 


As it moves the sheep eat every bit 


of the fodder, eagerly cropping next 
the forward side of the pen ns it 
runs over new ground. A bit of can- 
vas duck Is hung over one corner of 
the pen, so that the sheep may be 
well sheltered, and, curious as it 
may seem, they have become so ac- 
customed to the moving of the pen 
that when they lie down to Bleep 
they snuggle up close to the forward 
end of the pen, so that they may He 
as long as possible without being dis- 
turbed by the rear end of the pen as 
it creeps toward them. 


The advantage of this electrical 


pen Is that the sheep are kept from 
running over, half eating and tramp- 
ling down a large amount of pas- 
ture, and it keeps the sheep quiet, so 
that they take on flesh rapidly.

Feeding for Wool Production. 
No special ration when fed to 


sheep will produce wool of groat 
strength, nor can we say that, any 
special feed is to be recommended to 
produce a large quantity of wool. It 
has often been observed that sheep 
and lambs which have been on full 
feed for long periods, shear heavy 
fleeces of wool. This would indicate 
that any ration calculated to keep 
the sheep in thrifty condition is suit- 
able for growing large quantities of 
wool. Wool growers understand that 
it is highly desirable to provide prop- 
er nourishment throughout the year, 
permitting no periods of neglect to 


j intervene to destroy the strength of 


the fibers of the fleece. Liberal and 
judicious feeding does not change 
the quality of wool, but it does affect 
the strength and the quantify pro- 
duced by a given sheep. The weight 


I of wool produced is naturally affect- 
1 ed both by increasing the length of 


fiber and by increasing tb^; amount 
of yolk and natural oil in tlfc fleece. 


Proper Stabling of Cows. 


The Department of Agriculture re- 


ceived a report from the Illinois Ex- 
periment Station giving a statement

Though none 
of i be eggs were spoiled, the white* 
in some c?^; were slightly coagula- 
ted and serf.* of tho eggs would not 
sink to the bottom of the solution. 


A lime and salt solution gave as 


satisfactory results as water glass, 
one of the eggs br-ing spoiled. A so- 
lution of lime and salt with British 
tegg Preserver (borax and sodium 
bicaruonate) also gave good results, 
but it could not be seen that the ad- 
dition of the preserver gave any re- 
turns for tho money it costs and 
tro.ible of using. A solution of sa- 
licylic acid in water (one ounce to a 
gallon) gave good results, one of the 
eggs being spoiled, but it did not 
leave the eggs in as good condition as 
the water glass or the lime and salt 
solutions, since the acid weakened 
'.he shells. 


Eggs were also coated with salicy- 


lic acid and cotton-seed oil with and 
without alcohol, with paraffin, col- 
lodium and gum arable, and then 
packed la cotton-seed hulls. 
Con- 


clusions could not be drawn as to the 
value of these preservatives since the 
eggs 
were 
accidentally destroyed. 


However, it is believed that these 
preservatives and others of a similar 
character are not as satisfactory as 
the liquid preparations, because of 
ihe extra labor in putting up and the
